D ear Messenger:— 
Thinking perhaps it would be of 
some interest to your readers, I ven­ 
ture to write you a brief description 
of our trip and give you our first im­ 
pressions of this Cuban city of tnoie 
than three hundred thousand inhabit­ 
ants. On the afternoon of July 28, at 
Decatur station, we bid adieu to our 
friends and loved ones, and to all 
that is nearest and dearest to us in 
our native land, and boarded the 
train for New Orleans via Houston. 
Missed connection in Houston and 
spent a delightful day *in that city 
viewing the sights, and were 
the 
guests of Mr. and M rs. A. C. Ful~ 
brig h ^fo rm erly of D. B. C. 
Landed 
in New Orleans 
Tuesday 
morning 
July JO, at 9 a. rn. 
Took ship one 
hour 
later—The 
“ Excelsior” —and 
were assigned to comfortable Quart­ 
ers. 
Soon our steamer was plowing 
its way down the ‘‘Father of W a te rs” 
with H avanna as its destination. Now 
we pass from the muddy waters of the 
Mississippi and launch out into the 
d ark blue waters of the gulf. 
T.he 
scene upon terri firma gradually fade 
in the distance, till look where you 
will, nothing meets your eye 
but 
water, water, water. The new scene 
is perfectly beautiful. 
The weather is 
ideal, and the sea exceptionally quiet. 
W e were on the water for more than 
two days and nights, and no one on 
board was in the least sea sick. 
As this was our first trip by steamer 
we saw much that w-as interesting and 
thrilling. 
Baby seemed to have en­ 
tered into the pleasures of the trip 
with us. 
About the close of the first 
day we saw a number of large dish, j 
about the size of a man, jump clear, 
out of the water and then disappear. 
Also flying fish could be seen at 
times. 
A large shark followed u s' 
nearly all of the fir.st day. 
H avana barber is one of the most I 
beautiful. 
The scene as you 
ap-; 
proach the city is simply grand. 
On 
the left is old Moro Castle: to the I 
right, the city. 
Vessels of all sizes 
and descriptions, from the warship 
to the little sail boat, are in evidence. 
Reaching our destination, 
after a 
brief medical examination, we were 
permitted to land, and were permitted 
to land and were met by Bro. McCall, 
superintendant of Cuban missions, 
and who is to be Mr. G entry’s co- 
r in the mission cause.

rday after arriving T hursday, 
e took an interesting car ride thru 
ie city and along the shore, and be-

The city is strictly foreign in its 
ppearance. Its residences are elabo- 
ately built, and are constructed a1- 
lost exclusively of brick, stuccoed 
nd tinted with many colors. 
They 
re very beautiful. 
It is a very noisy 
ity. 
It is said that the Cubans never 
kiss an opportunity to make a fuss, 
hey even bell their horses to satisfy 
lis propensity. 
A feature very gra- 
fying to one from the “ S tates” is 
aat the country is free from the fly 
est. 
We are delighted with our surround- 
ags and favorably impressed with 
tie Cuban people. 
They are intelli- 
ent, kind and sociable. 
But few 
Christians among them. 
The field in

mtlook for our work is very bright.

Building of Storage Reservoirs Is Placing This In-' 
dustry on a Reliable Basis. 
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1— Snow y Range, W here the W ater Cornea From for Irrigation. 
2— Ir­

For some time experts have recog­ 
nized that the s o b b e d arid country 
in the Rocky mountain region must 
some day be made 
to yield 
a vast 
amount of agricultural products, but 
they also have 
realized 
that 
this 
could not be accomplished except by 
irrigation. 
The soil in that section is rich and 
the water supply is said to be ample 
once it is properly stored so as to 
assure the farmer of a continual sup­ 
ply during the growing season. 
This 
is being accomplished gradually. 
Colorado excels all other states in 
the amount of land under irrigation. 
The census of 1910 showed that 4,000,- 
000 acres were under ditch, and it 
was reported th^t with the comple­ 
tion of irrigation projects under way 
and in 
contemplation, 
the 
acreage 
would be increased to 6,000,000 acres. 
This is approximately oneJourth of 
the arable area of the state. 
In the past the mistake was made 
often of over-estimating the capacity 
of an irrigation project. 
Time 
and 
experience has taught the builders to 


avoid this error and the aim is to put 
just enough land under ditch that can 
be adequately watered during the en­ 
tire irrigating season. 
This policy is 
restoring confidence in irrigation and 
will eventually cause the state to be 
completely settled 
with 
prosperous 
farmers. 
Colorado’s annual agricultural out­ 
put is 
now 
something 
more 
than 
$100,000,000. 
This includes fruit rais­ 
ing, which, in normal years, aggre­ 
gates about $7,000,000. 
Reliable data shows that the yield 
of an Irrigated farm in Colorado is 
more than twice the yield of land in 
a rain-belt country. 
It is estimated 
that the net returns from a well cul­ 
tivated irrigated farm is at least 25 
per cent on the valuation of the farm 
It is not unusual for a Colorado fibrin 
to pay for itself 
in 
two 
or 
three 
years where the farmer couples in­ 
telligence and frugality together. 
Ap 
proximately $60,001,000 has been ex 
pended in the construction of irriga 
Hon projects in Colorado. 
The total 
value of Colorado farm lands is placed 
at $360,000,000.

FARM CONDITIONS IN SOUTH 


Where Co-Operation Has Not Been 
Successful There Prima Facie 
Evidence of “Hog.” 


In the course of an address deliv- 
•ed by State Agent B. L. Moss of Al- 
nm at the 
Southern 
Educational 
'cvjference, recently held at Nashville, 
Tenn., he said in reference to co-opera- 
tie<n: 
“Aside from the Farm ers' union and 
the press, both of 
which have done 
and are doing 
much 
commendable 
work, we have three distinct agencies 
in Alabama that are laboring for the 
betterm ent of agricultural conditions. 
These are the state departm ent of ag­ 
riculture, the agricultural college and 
experiment stations and the national 
departm ent of agriculture. 
Realizing 
th at ‘a steady pull and all 
together' 
will secure far more satisfaction and 
lasting* results, it has been our con­ 
stant aim to secure a harmonious co­ 
operation between these varied agen­ 
cies. 
This we believe we 
have 
at­ 
tained to a m arked degree. 
“Now, just a word with reference to 
cooperation. 
I 
believe 
that 
I am 
prepared to lay down this proposition, 
namely, that where it is impossible to 
cooperate, It is prima facie evidence 
that there are one or several ‘hogs' in 
one or all of the organizations in ques­ 
tion. 
The state agent of the demon­ 
stration work may be the guilty swine, 
or it may be the commissioner of agri­ 
culture, or the director of experiment 
stations. 
Just who is responsible in 
such a case is difficult to determine, 
since each man lays the blame on the 
other. 
However, the patent fact re­ 
mains that In this work of carrying 
Information to the farmer there ie en- 
C 
ely top much duplication of work, 
) much of a desire to claim credit 
for 
results 
accomplished, 
aud 
too 
much of a tendency to decry and be­ 
little the efforts of 
the other fellow. 
Many men have lost sight of the fact, 
lf they ever perceived It, that the pub­ 
lic welfare is the goal of the efforts 
af every real public servant. 
“I wish to make a plea for the other 
fellow. 
Just as I 
believe 
that 
all 
knowledge has some value In educa­ 
tion, so do I believe that the efforts of 
all those engaged in the 
dissemina­ 
tion of agricultural 
information 
are 
destined to bear fruit. It Is unjust, un­ 
wise and highly undiplomatic for a 
demonstration worker to 
place 
him­ 
self in a skeptical attitude toward our 
state departments of agriculture and 
our colleges and experiment stations 
and the undeniably 
excellent 
work 
they are doing. And the rule reversed 
Is equally true. So let us be charitable 
toward those who in reality are our 
fellow workers, though possibly along 
diiferent lines; and when we do we 
usually invoke the Golden Rule as the 
guiding spirit In the attitude of the 
other man. 
“None of us claim to have attained 
perfection down our way; but we have 
been able to establish our 
work 
on 
what we have been told is an excellent 
co-operative basis, unifying as it does 
the best efforts of the different agen­ 
cies in the state. Not only are we co­ 
operating. but we are pleased with the 
- result, and we believe the people of 
Alabama are. 
So much so, that we 
hope, some time In the near 
future, 
through a co-operative arrangem ent, to 
have a really well organized state. At 
present we are 
only 
comparatively 
well organized. 
When Alabama has, 
in each of her 67 counties, a highly 
competent, 
adequately 
paid 
agent, 
working six days In the week for VI 
months in the year, I believe then, and 
#^L©nly then, can we boast of a well or- 
▼ ganlzed state. 
“Dr, Knapp, the best and greatest 
man I ever knew, christened wisely 
when he named our work the “Co­ 
operative Demonstration 
Work, 
toi 
he foresaw *, even then, that the more 
quickly all agencies joined hands to 
break down the barriers ot Ignorance 
- 
and build up a progressive, prosperous 
agriculture, 
the 
sooner 
would 
our 
southern states 
blossom 
into 
that 
fruitfulness of wealth and citizenship 
to which nature has 
entitled 
them. 
W hat success we 
have 
attained In 
demonstration work in Alabama has 
been based on this idea; and all that 
we hope for in the future of our work 
is, 
in 
my opinion, to 
be 
attained 
through these means.”

ADVERTISING AS AID 
TO SALESMANSHIP 


By F R A N K M. DU NOYER. 
The day is dawning when the pub­ 
lishers af magazines and newspapers, 
one and all, who are given to exploit­ 
ing inflated circulations will be ex­ 
tremely unfashionable in the advertis­ 
ing world, and it will be the same with 
those unscrupulous and incompetent 
advertising agents whose only stock 
in trade is being able to arrange for 
placing accounts with inferior publica­ 
tions. 
An enthusiastic man will create en­ 
thusiasm in others—not only by word 
mouth but by means of the written 
word. 
It is so with a commonplace 
news item dressed up by a live man 
who has an imagination, and equally 
so with ad writers. 
Enthusiasm will 
take you right through to the cus­ 
tomer. 
The subject of clerk hire is always 
Interesting to an advertising man, for 
though his ads have the pulling power 
to fill a m erchant's store, unless the 
clerks are well posted on the mer­ 
chandise that is featured from day to 
lay; unless they are courteous, alert, 
painstaking and obliging it is obvious 
that results will not be satisfactory. 
[ have asked why indifferent and in­ 
competent clerks are so often found 
n im portant positions. 
Sometimes 
the answ er is that this is a mill town 
and efficient help can command big 
pay in the mills. 
Now, that answer 
would not satisfy you if you were an 
advertising man with your heart and 
soul in your work, for you know from 
observation that one good clerk Is 
worth more to a m erchant than four 
Incompetents. 
But conditions in that 
respect are rapidly changing, and we 
are all studying efficiency and how to 
a*et the best results for the money 
expended. There are many things that 
people m ust buy somewhere, and they 
are apt to buy most of these things 
through persuasive ads. 
And there 
are many more things they would buy 
lf they were properly waited upon. 
There is always a reason for every­ 
thing w hether it be success of failure. 
The great success of John W anam aker 
cf course is not due to any one par­ 
ticularly good idea 
that 
emanated 
from that brilliant mind, but there is 
ane rule in his big Philadelphia store 
that surely has helped toward that 
end—it is that no clerk m ust see a 
customer stand waiting if it is pos­ 
sible to excuse himself from the cus­ 
tomer he is waiting on and approach 
the one waiting with a rem ark some­ 
thing like the following: “I will be 
pleased to wait on you very soon;” 
and this m ust be said pleasantly; in 
Tact the clerks m ust be pleasant and 
agreeable at all times under all cir­ 
cumstances to customers. 
The text of an ad may be ever so 
well w ritten, but if it is not attrac­ 
tively illustrated or displayed it will 
not arrest the attention—and is lost. 
This is a technical feature of adver­ 
tising and I will pass on to the text. 
The text of an ad should always 
contain the facts. But just plain facts 
Is not enough. Unless the ad contains 
that spark of life that is born of en­ 
thusiasm—unless the w riter is really 
Interested in this work and is able by 
what he says to hold the interest that 
tia6 been awakened by the illustration 
or display, the ad will surely fall of 
Its purpose. 
This principle is well 
known to local news writers. The en­ 
thusiastic local scribe who is able to 
embellish a commonplace news item 
with a lively imagination will get it 
past that city editor, unless it is a 
big day for news, without a m ark on 
it—because it is readable and has hu­ 
man interest. 
When a concern has been doing 
business the old way, without adver­ 
tising, for several years, and has been 
successful, it requires patience, perse­ 
verance and much persuasion to get 
them to look toward the light. I have 
in mind the very trying experience of 
an advertising man with the head of 
! a very old and conservative business 
! concern. 
A young man just through 
college secured the assistance of the 
advertising man and they undertook 
to show the father the new and better 
way to do business. 
Of course there 
was some objection on the start, and 
the ad man was subjected to the in­ 
dignity of being referred to in uncom 
plimentary term s very often

Serve with straw ­ 
berry sauce.

eggs* well beaten, a pinch of salt and 
a fourth of a cup of sugar; cook un­ 
til thick, add the gelatine, chill, and 
as the mixture .thickens the whites of 
three eggs well beaten. 
Mold 
and 
serve. 
Any flavoring may be used, 
coffee, canton ginger, 
chocolate 
or 
fruit juices. 
Bavarian Cream.— Soak 
two table­ 
spoonfuls of granulated gelatine ifc a 
third of a cup of cold water, dissolve 
In a fourth of a cup of hot cream; 
add a half cup of sugar and the whip 
from a pint of cream when the mix­ 
ture begins to thicken. 
Do not stir, 
hut cut and fold in the cream. Flavor 
with vanilla and mold. 
Chocolate Junket —Melt an ounce of 
chocolate (a square), add three table­ 
spoonfuls of boiling water. 
Crush a 
junket tablet and dissolve in a table­ 
spoonful of cold water. 
W arm 
a 
quart of milk until just luke warm, 
add a fourth of a cup of sugar and a 
teaspoonful of vanilla and the melted 
chocolate and junket, and pour into 
serving cups.

The follow ing communication from 
Messrs. Short. W h arton , Gentry and 
Sellars appeared in the D ecatur News 
July 26, not quite one month before 
the 1912 affair at Joe W heeler park 
was staged", these good men sax. 
“ In the W ise County M essenger of 
.July 5th, appears an article concern- 
Ing the affairs of Camp Ben McCul­ 
lo m and their management of the re­ 
union finances. 
There has been for 
some time criticisms of the m anage­ 
ment of the reunion and an intim a­ 
tion that the funds have not been 
properly used. 
This criticism is 
without foundation, 
unjust to the 
committee and made by parties who 
ought to know better, but do not. 
The fact is that anyone having a 
knowledge of the affairs, knowing the 
conditions of the park when the con­ 
federate camp took charge of it, and 
seeing the improvements that have 
been made and the large sums of 
money that have been judiciously ex­ 
pended on the grounds, cannot fail to 
admit that it is one of the best man­ 
aged institutions in the county. 
It is 
questionable whether the senior edi­ 
to r of the Messenger, who has repeat­ 
edly criticised the management and 
offered much advice, 
could 
have 
managed the affair better. 
The one 
man above all others who has made 
oui* re umbra the best in the state is 
Col. M .D . Sellars. 
W hile others 
were enjoying the fine program s and 
concessions, he was the busiest man 
in the county, looking after the camp 
and reunion. 
He has collected and 
disbursed the funds, has used his best 
judgement and has annually made 
his report to the camp at their public 
meetings at the courthouse. 
At the 
second meeting of the camp after the 
1911 reunion, an itemized statement 
of receipts and disbursements was 
made, showing the totals as follows:

not so largely attended as some for­ 
mer reunions, possibly due to finan­ 
cial conditions and the great drouth, 
yet. last year the committee paid all 
expenses and donated $54.85 to the 
opening of the new road to the reun­ 
ion. 
The arrangem ent 
committee, 
whose duty it was to select attrac- 
ions and speakers thought they had 
authority to collect funds from con­ 
cession men and pay tile expenses of 
tile reunion. 
The committee thought 
they were responsible for the con­ 
tracts they made, and for that reason 
they expended the funds as occasion 
iemanded. 
They believed then, and 
still believe it to be the most satisfac­ 
tory way to transact the business. 
The committee has sought to get re- j 
suits and has succeeded, as it is uni- ; 
versally conceded that the Ben Mc- j 
< a1 loch camp reunion is the best 
managed and best attended confeder-1 
ate reunion in the south.

then once a day until a coating is 
formed. 
The Hies will not bite or 
light on the stock and the remedy is 
absolutely harmless.

Only those who use muscle in­ 
stead of brain are willing to do twice 
the necessary work in order to obtain 
a bale of cotton.

GUARD CHEESES BY PARAFFIN 


Protaotlng Coat Provanta Considerable 
Loaa of Weight by Evaporation— 
Method la Now. 


During the season of fruit, and for 
that matter, that is all the year round, 
fruit provides a dessert that is easy, 
usually 
inexpensive 
and 
decidedly 
wholesome. 
All fruit will not do in 
dessert making, so we like a variety 
of reasonably Inexpensive dishes for 
everyday use. 
There is a large variety of fritters 
and hot cakes that may be served with 
various sauces and are Q uickly and 
easily prepared. 
The fat kettle 
is 
carefully covered and set away and 
can be brought out to heat while the 
fritters are being prepared. 
Apple Fritter*.—Sift 
together one 
and a third cups of flour, two teaspoon­ 
fuls of baking powder and half a tea­ 
spoonful of salt; beat an egg. add two- 
thirds of a cup of milk and mix all to­ 
gether, adding two sour apples cut in 
small pieces. 
Drop by spoonfuls in 
hot fat and fry a delicate brown. Roll 
in powdered sugar and serve with cur­ 
rant jelly sauce. 
The sauce is pre­ 
pared by boiling together a cup of 
sugar and a third of a cup of watoi 
five minutes; add four tablespoonfuls 
of currant jelly and when boiling hot 
the juice of a lemon; strain and serve. 
if a very nice sauce is desired, with a 
handful of candied cherries. 
Baked Bananas (Porto 
Rico)—Put 
rather green bananas in the oven and 
bake until the skins burst; serve with 
butter. 
Souffles are another form of dessert 
which may be varied in endless ways. 
When baking, a shallow pan should 
be used, as the weight of the mixture 
tends to break the cell walls. 
When 
the dish seems to be too shallow, line 
it with a band of buttered paper that 
stands up above the dish. 
Always set 
the pan into water to equalize the heat 
in baking. 
Coffee 8euffle.—Cook together three 
tablespoonfuls each 
of 
butter and 
flour, then add a cup of black coffee. 
When thick add salt and a third of a 
cup of sugar; cool and add the beaten 
yolks of three eggs, and then add the 
beaten whites. 
Turn 
into 
buttered 
dish and bake until firm. 
Serve with 
whipped cream.

FROZEN DISHES. 


There Is such a latitude for variety 
in frozen dishes that the same dish 
need not appear often enough to be 
monotonous. 
Burnt Almond 
Ice 
C r e a m . — Blanch 
and chop a cup of almonds, earmeli/.e 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar, and add 
the almonds. 
When cold pound to a 
powder. Add this mixture to ordinary 
ice cream with a tablespoonful of al­ 
mond extract. 
Cocoa Nut Ice Cream.—Mix a half 
cup of cocoa with a half cup of flour, 
a cup and a fourth of sugar and a half 
teaspoonful of salt; 
add 
two 
eggs 
slightly beaten. When well mixed add 
two cups of scalded milk, cook in a 
double boiler, stirring constantly. The 
eggs should not be added until the 
flour is well cooked. 
Then add a cup 
of walnuts, a little vanilla and two 
cups of cream. 
Freeze. 
Maple sirup, hot, with chopped nuts, 
makes a plain Ice cream seem quite 
stylish. 
Plum pudding ice cream is plain ice 
cream to which a cup of dried and 
pounded plum pudding is added. 
To make caramel Ice cream add a 
cup of carmelized sugar to unsweet­ 
ened or lightly sweetened Ice cream. 
Cocoa Cocoanut Cream.—Make 
the 
same as for cocoanut cream except 
omit the nuts and substitute a cup of 
freshly grated cocoanut instead. 
Add 
the juice 
and rind 
of 
one 
lemon. 
Freeze. 
Chocolate 
Mousse. — Melt 
three 
ounces of chocolate, add a cup and a 
half of sugar and 
one 
cup of thin 
cream. 
Boil one minute. 
Mix a ta 
blespoonful 
of granulated 
gelatine 
with a fourth of a cup of cold water; 
• dd it to the boiling 
mixture, 
and 
when cool add a teaspoonful of va­ 
nilla, a little salt and the whip from 
three cups of cream. Pour into a mold 
and pack in equal parts of ice and salt. 
Let stand four hour*. 
For strawberry mousse 
substitute 
two cups of crushed strawberries in 
toad of the thin cream and use a ta- 
poonful and a half of gelatine.

It is 
the Intelligent, skillful, faithful few.

Don’t let them

Trim the hedgers. 
In this critical political year they’ve 
got to take a stand flatfooted, one way 
or the other. 
The fences of every 
party are reeling and rocking.

Nearly all cheese of the cheddar 
type made in the United Stites Is 
paraffin before it reaches the public. 
Yet it is not more than six years since 
It became a general practice, and less 
than ten that paraffining to protect 
from loss of weight was first brought 
to the attention of cheese handlers. 
At first the process was In order to 
improve the appearance, but when it 
was found that the protecting coat 
of paraffin to a great extent prevented 
the considerable loss of weight by 
evaporation it became the usual treat­ 
ment. 
A circular, No. 181, bureau of 
animal Industry, recently issued by 
the United States department of agri­ 
culture discussing the methods and 
results of paraffining 
cheese, 
con­ 
cludes that it is an effective way of 
preventing losses in weight, and the 
growth of mold; that for one to ten 
seconds in a paraffin bath at 220 de­ 
grees F. is sufficient; that treatment 
on the third day after coming from 
the press gives the best results; and 
that cheese should not be allowed to 
remain in a warm curing room for 
more than one day after paraffining.

DEVELOP LONG MILK PERIODS 


Much D epends 
on 
Breed, Individual 
Character of Cow and Feed— 
One Good Plan Given. 


The length of 
the 
milking period 
of a cow depends largely on the breed, 
the individual characteristics of the 
cow and ber feed. 
It is generally be­ 
lieved by dairymen, however, that the 
length of the first milking period of a 
heifer will influence the milking peri­ 
ods of her life, and to this end the 
first milking period is prolonged 
as 
long as possible. 
In developing a milker the plan is to 
keep up the milk flow clear up to with­ 
in two or three weeks of calving the 
second time in order to fix the habit 
of long milking periods. 
The

drawn will often 
be 
in 
too 
small 
amounts to pay for the time and trou­ 
ble spent in getting it. 
If the heifer 
comes of good stock it 
is 
well 
to 
give the plan a trial at any rate.
